Cisco, California, June 12, 1939, in the case entitled "KNIGHTS OF RED 
BRANCH HALL; ESPIONAGE", the follpviing information appears: 





j ^T^n^h^^^^^l^^th^^^^ that Agents of the San Francisco 

of f ice , flBHH searched the halls 

buildin^^tn^l^tha^txln^^wa^roi^^ the building consisted of a 
large basement, an entrance hallv/ay on the first floor, and a store room 
which is leased out and not connected with the building proper. The up- 
stairs is occupied by a large ballroom and an adjoining bar. There are 
rest rooms off the balconjr of this hall and a large attic is above. A 
thorough search was made of the attic, rest rooms, ballroom, bar room and 
supply rooms on the first floor entrance, \vith negative results. 

In the basement there was another large lod^?e room with several 
smaller locker rooms in the rear of this. In the center locker room 
there was a large number of rifles stored in gun racks enclosed by a glass 
panel. It was determined that there were 95 U. S. Springfield rifles. 
Model 1884, calibre 45-70. These rifles are single shot, and had sling 
straps and bayonets attached. In the bottom of the gun racks a supply of 
bayonet scabbards and web cartridge plates were found and also a numbbr of 
empty 45-70 cartridge cases. These cases were examined and found to be 
Hanks, having already been fired. 

In addition to the above-mentioned guns there was one Rerjington 
Springfield Model 1379, with magazine removed, which was believed by Agents 
^ to be a 30-40.

I was 
successful in contacting a member of the Irish Republican Anny and was placed 
upon the mailing list of their underground newspaper, "The Irish Republican" 
which I had sent to my home on Long Island. This was with the full knowledge 
and consent of Special Agent in Charge Sackett. Copies of this newspaper, 
together with the envelopes with which they were addressed to me, were imme- 
diately forwarded to the Bureau and the Bureau and the Special Agent in Charge 
were kept fully advised regarding my contacts with this group.

-J- a Mr. Sackett. He telephoned to the Bureau and they refused permission for me 
to join this organization.

S* Bastude 
by Custom officials in June, 1921, The case was ne-»er tried in the New 
Jersey District and on June 17, 1925 a libel against the -ship was dissdseed 
and the restoration of the seised guns suthorited by the Court, 479 of these 
guns were imnediately returned to the rightful owner, FRWK TULLIAliS, through 
his representatire, JOSBIH McSAEBITr, theft residing at 8 Bast 41st Street, 
Hew York City, Ihe otter guas were later aocoonted for. As late as October 
15, 1934, lIc(URRITr declined to furnish any further infonaation relative to 
the guns in question, . ^ 

^ XeQ&RSIlT became opposed to DeTAI£Ei and his policies 
and continued to follow a -progrsa of Tiolence, On December 50, 1938, 
McQ&BRITY was indicted by the Federal Grand Juiy ia Hew York City for the 
illegal use of the mails ia furtheraace of the Irish Hospital Sweepstakes, 
At that tine, McGARRITY was living in Philadelphia. At the time of the 
removal hearing the Postal laspeotor was uaable to identify him and McGiRRITY
